(a) Accomplishments during reporting period : Since the last 

last bi-montly report, little more has been accomplished 
in preparing the mosaic of the state of Alaska other than 
assembling the data. Spring 1973 have only recently been 
received. New material is being examined as it arrives at 
the Geophysical Institute and a large data request form 
to cover imagery through the summer of 1973 was sent in 
recently.

The ERTS data will continue to be used in course work in the 
Geology Department.
